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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 36-49, while the prior art of record suggests centrifuging a 
chemical or biochemical reaction mixture within a reaction vessel while controlling the 
temperature of the vessel, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest subjecting the 
reaction vessel and contents thereof to a centrifugal force exceeding 500xg while heating or 
cooling the vessel contents so as to obtain a homogeneous mixture and a homogeneous 
temperature distribution of the reaction mixture. 

With respect to claims 50-61, while the prior art of record suggests a device for 
performing chemical or biological reactions that includes a device for holding a reaction vessel; a 
device for subjecting the reaction vessel to a centrifugal force; and a device for maintaining a 
desired temperature of the vessel during the application of centrifugal force, the prior art of 
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record fails to teach or fairly suggest a device that includes a heating and cooling means that 
controls the temperature of the reaction vessel during the application of centrifugal force such 
that a homogeneous mixture and a homogeneous temperature distribution of the reaction mixture 
is obtain within the reaction vessel.
